In both comfort and health. "B« it 
bTsr so humble, there'a no place like i called 
home," Is a sentiment that applies In 
% general way to all small houaes, but 
not especially to this one, because it 
Is so attractive In appearance, ao 
thoroughly well arranged, and so com-

A good deal In a houae depends on 
Iho Uyout or shape of the cellar. Many 
ftolliuv are almost useless except to 
iMsp the house up away from the 
pvuad. to keep It dry. and to assist 
to torn* extent In keeping the lower 
Boors warm.

It aome- 
tlraea Is desirable to have the back 
tnd of tbe cellar dry, and the front 
part somewhat molat for fruit and 
vegetables; but this depends upon 
what uae you wiah to make of the 
cellar. 

I Great changea have come in bulld- 
I ing amall houaes within a few years. 
I Tntil recently the Idea of hot and cold 
water and a bathroom In a houae nf 
I thIa site was almost unheard of. In 
; order to enjoy what are ordinarily 
modem convenlencea," tt was 
necessary to occupy a large house: 
but bathrooms, hot water In the kitch- 
en and gas and electric lighting are 
! growing more common all the time. ' 
and they are being Installed In small- 
' er houses every year. Because It Is 
necessary or because a peraon prefers 
a small bouse. It Is no longer necea- 
' sary that they should do without the 
comforts of clvllltatlon. With the in- 
crease of small houses fltted with 
such luxuries, the health of tbe peo- 
ple has Improved. 

It Is generally understood that 
cleanliness la a good thing for more 
reasons than one. Cleanliness, as 
long ago as Bible times, was recog- 
nised as one of tbe leading virtues:

Reflector. 

A very convenient form of lamp 
has recently been devised for the use 
of campers, hunters, etc. It constats 
of a portable acetylene gas generator, 
and a burner arranged with a reflect- 
or which ia open at the frount for the j 
escape of heat. The walls of the re- 
flector are Imperforate, to prevent the | 
passage of air through the retlector 
when the lamp is being moved about 
or is exposed to the wind. In this way 
the danger of extinguishing the light 
is avoided. The accompanying illus- 
tration ahowa in Pig. 1 bow the lamp 
may be attached to the head of a 
man, while the gaa generator la ae- 
cured to hia belt. The deUlls of the 
head attachment are ahown in the 
sectional view. Pig. t. The burner, 
A, Is attached to the flexible tube, B. 
which rune the generator. The re- 
flector, C, In which the burner la flt- 
ted, ia provided with a flange along 
Ita outer edge, to which the arma, D, 
are aecured. Theae arms are faatened 
to a cage, E, provided with a atrap. 
F, which la atrapped about the head 
of the wearer. As an additional sup- 
port to the lamp, a small bracket, O, 
connects the bottom of the reflector 
directly to tbe head- When It la de- 
sired to use this device on a boat or 
In camp. It is mounted on a stand, H, 
as indicated at Pig. 3. Thia aUnd is 
formed of two sections, one of which 
Is hinged upon the other, so that the 
lamp may be moved laterally. By 
means of a thumb screw, I, the two 
Mctlona may be clamped at any de- 
sired position. The lamp la Uken 
out of the head gear by unscrewing 
tha bolts, J, and It may be then fas- 
tened in a bracket, K, which la swlv- 
eled on the upper end of the stand.
